Sometimes, for other reasons, it 
becomes necessary 
to 
wean 
the 
baby and resort to bottle-feeding 
For example, if baby falls to gain 
weight and does not make normal 
progress, the trouble may be due to 
lack of mother's milk or to defects 
in her milk. 
Often breast-feeding is made un­ 
necessarily difficult. It Ls wise to 
be familiar with the very best nurs­ 
ing techniqu* and proper care of 
the breasts. When the necessary 
precausions are taken, nursing does 
not prove to be a tedious task. 
Always wash the hands before 
touching the breast. Cleanse 
the 
nipples with clean, warm water be­ 
fore and after 
nursing 
and 
dry 
carefully with a piece of sterilized 
gauze. It Is advisable to keep the | 
middle of the breast covered, be­ 
tween nursings, with a soft piece of 
sterile gauze or cotton. 
Occasionally the nipples may be- j 
come irritated and painful. A pro­ 
tective covering 
or 
nipple-shield 
will hasten healing, but if the pain 
persists it Is best to consult with 
your doctor Never apply any oin t­ 
ment or salve 
unless prescribed 
by him. 
Tim e For Feeding 
As a rule the baby 
should 
be 
nursed every four hours. If 
there 
Is no gain in weight or the gain is 
less than five ounces a week, it Is 
best to increase 
the 
feedings 
to 
every three hours. Occasionally. the 
baby does 
not 
obtain 
sufficient 
milk from one breast and it may be 
necessary to nurse 
from 
both 
breasts at each feeding. 
I believe the greatest advance 
made in the feeding of infants has 
been the addition of fruit juices to 
the diet of tiie very young. Orange 
juice, tomato juice or prune juice 
may be given the infant as early 
as the first month. S tart with the 
teaspoonful and gradually increase 
the amount so th at by

twice a day.
